Dr.  Sheldon  states  “The 
central  part  is  raised  or  elevated  so  that  One  Cent,  a considerable 
part  of  the  left  wreath,  and  some  of  the  inner  leaves  of  the  right 
wreath  are  always  weak.  If  the  coin  is  a little  worn,  these  parts 
are  in  many  instances  entirely  gone.  Probably  twenty  are  known, 
and  among  these  I can  recall  only  four  instances  in  which  One 
Cent  could  fairly  be  called  legible.  In  all  other  cases  the  center  is 
so  obliterated  that  you  could  read  the  words  only  by  knowing  that 
they  are  there.”  $150.

well  centered.  Originally  bought  as  extremely  fine.  Dr.  Sheldon 
states  “Prohibitively  rare  in  the  higher  grades  of  condition.  Only 
two  of  this  variety  in  better  than  very  fine  are  known  to  me  and 
one  was  sold  to  ANS.”  $750.

Sheldon  states  that  he  has  seen  only  seven  and  knows  of  two  more 
by  rumor.  The  best  specimen  known  is  fine  and  is  in  the  ANS.  The 
second  best  is  about  very  good  and  was  sold  in  1945  at  $225.  The 
owner  of  this  specimen  claims  that  it  is  the  third  finest  specimen. 
This  we  can  neither  confirm  or  deny  since  we  have  not  seen  the 
above  numerated  specimens.  With  the  increased  interest  in  large 
cents  we  would  not  be  surprised  to  see  this  outstanding  rarity  bring 
$250.
